Joshua  T.    Kohbs,  Rev.    John  J.   Shipherd,   of  Obcrlin,   Ohio,- 
Elisha  Dlcklason,   Thayer  H.    Codding,   Ansel    Dickinson,  Milii 
Averlll   an.i  Tvathan  Jenks  of  Ontario  County.  Xew   Yovk.  were 
selected  and  recommended  as  a  Board  of  Trustee.^,  and  the  meet- 
ing vvui  dissolved. 

Jamci  C.  Kei:h,  nowa  citizen  of  this  Tillage,  states  that  he  at- 
tended a  meeting  in  Victor,  N.  Y.  in  the  year  1S':J0,  in  which  the 
proposal  to  establish  such  an  in-stitntlon  somewhere  in  the  TTest 
was  made  by  Niihan  Jenks  and  adyoeated  by  Elisha  Dickln<^on 
and  cthcjrs.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  LaGrange  Collegiate  Institute  held 
their  fr^t  meciing  on  ibe  Oih  '\-:-j  of  February,  l^CT, — immeJiate- 
ly  afier  ib;ir  nomination  as  recorded  above, — and  organized  by 
choosing  Xathan  Jenks  President,  3111is  Averiil  Secretary,  anrl 
Dr.  Joshua  T.  Hobbs  Treasurer  ;  and  issued  a  prospectus  a  p-^.r t  of 
Tr'hich  we  hers  insert  : 

PKOsrr.fTus- 

"The  trustees  propose  the  establishment  of  a  seminary  at 

LaGracge  Co.,  Ind.,  to  be  denominated  ''The  LaGrange  Coilecciate 
Institute."  the  plans  and  principles  of  which,  like  those  of  the 
Oberlin  Collegiate  Institute  in  tie  State  of  Ohio,  a^e  tc  be  the 
following : — 

I.     It  shall  embrace  Five  Departments  of  Instruction; 

A  Pi:nara*ory  or  >.eademic:d  School; 

A.  Colk-giate  Course  ; 

A  Full  Theological  Course  ; 

An  Irregular  or  Shorter  Course  for  chose  advancL-d  in  life  or  in 
peculiar  circumstances ; 

A  Thorough  Course  cf  Female  Education. 

IL  The  several  Courses  of  Study  sball  be  decidedly  of  a 
christian  charaeter,  exclusive  of  demoralizing  pagan  authors  and 
iCOtarl'^n  principles,  and  designed  to  impart  the  gieatest  amount 
of  practi.eal  knov.ledge  while  they  impart  be^t  mental  discipline. 

III.  To  meet  tbe  demands  of  Physiolocjical  Law.  ^nCi  the  iuvll- 
gence  of  promising  youth,  tbe  iManual  Labor  i^Y-*^^^  shall  be  in- 
corporated with  all  the  scientrlc  depnrrnicnts  as  an  ess(  nrial  part. 

IT,  A  liberal  charter  shall  be  obtained  as  soon  as  may  be,  em- 
powering :  he  Trustees  to  nil  their  own  vacancies. 

The  grand  principle  upon  which  this  institution  sball  be  bas- 
ed is  thi^  :  -  Corporats  bodies  and  pabiic  iiiititutiouS;  no  less  than 
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individuals,  arc  bound  to  Jo  riglxt,  irrespective  of  worldly  expe- 
diencies, popular  favor,  or  any  consequences.  Therefore  tliis  in- 
stitution will  allow  free  discussion,  and  openly  sustain  the  great 
moral  enterprises  ot  the  day— sucli  as  Kevivals,  Toinperance  in  all 
things  tbe  s:ii:ctincation  of  the  Sabbaih,  I^Ioral  Reform,  Christian 
Union,  and  iiuman  riglit-s-under  whatever  color  or  circu;ii-=tancej. 
As  tliis  is  a  great  work  of  public  utility,  which  cannot  be  done 
by  individual  enterprise,  the  libervil  co-operation  of  the  philan- 
thropic and  pious  is  solicited."

Two  days  later,  Feb.  Sth,  1832,  the  Trustees  located  the  pro- 
posed institution  u])on  its  present  site.

Feb.  lOth.      In  order  to  secure  a  conditional  subscription  of 

Five  Thousand  Dollars    from  Xathan  Jenks,    it  was  decided  to 

raise  as  speedily  as  possible  by  subscription  an  additional  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars. 

ERECTKX  OF  EUILDINCS. 

Under  dale  of  :May  1?.  1S37,  it  is  recorded  '-jle^srs  Salmon,  3Iills 
and  others  having  co:ne  on  from  Ontario  County,  X.  Y..  with  a  view 
of  comuiencing  work  upon  the  School  Building-,  and  Xr,  Mills 
having;  niade  a  contract  wicl:  3Ir.  Jenks  in  relation  to  the  same : — 

''Jlcsolccd.  Tha^  ^Ir.  An^d  Dickinson  and  Mr.  Mills  be.  and  they 
arc  I)crebv  con^tituiod,  a  C'"'inu::ttce  to  construct  a  suitable  work- 
shop upon  the  CoUeg-e  grounds."  ^ 

The  building  erected  in  accordance  with  this  resolution  is  IS  by 
2C  fi.,  one  an  i  a  half  stories  hi;^h,  and  ha?  done  servir-e  during  th" 
last  35  years  as  work  shop,  school  house,  dwelling,  and  donnitory, 
and  is  still  in  good  condition. 

June  od.  IS^iT.  Kefert-nce  is  made  to  the  progress  of  agents  in 
secu! iDg  funds  .-'.nd  they  are  requo-ted  lo  mike  an  estimate  ''of  the 
probable  expense  of  the  contemplated  public  buildings." 

T^vo  days  later,  June  5th,  we  read  ; —  ^* 

•'i?;^s^'^r•3'i.  That  we  will  proceed  iuimcdiately  to  erect  a  build- 
ing 30  by  50  It.,  231  stories  high  as  a  collegiate  building." 

The  raising  was.  a  memorable  occasi'.n.  270  intoxic-ating  liquors 
were  furnished  a.^  the  custom  of  tlic  period  required,  a  prayer  was 
ctiered  by  R?v.  Chrl^topliCr  Corr.  donati  :ns  were  volunteered,  and 
the  assembled  laultitude,  under  the  guidance  of  S.  R.  ISIills,  united 
with  hearty  g-jod  will  in  patting  up  the  frame.     James  C.  Keltn, 
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furnifhed  "early  pctatoes"  for  the  accorup^'nylng  feast,  and  places 
the  date  as  early  as  tb--^  Ist  of  August. 

The  frame  thu=;  erectc-d  -^a^  not  iniriediately  encloFcJ.  The 
'Records"  arc  silent  on  this  point,  but  we  conclude  that  the  roof 
and  siding  took  their  appropriate  places  previous  to  Dec.  ISGS,  as 
an  exhibition  Y>'as  held  in  the  building  early  the  following  spring. 
During  th;?  Summer  and  Autumn  of  1S40,  it  was  brouL;ht  by 
Charles  Doolitile,  (carpenter)  and  Nathan  Reynolds,  (mason),  to 
such  a  state  of  completeness  thnt;  it  could  be  permanently  used  for 
school  purposes.  These  young  mechanics  had  enjoyed  the  advant- 
ages of  the  school  the  year  previous. 

5Ui:sEQrE^"r  LMPnovEiie^'Ts  A:?rD  izetauis. 

For  a  period  of  nearly  twelve  years  the  building  stood  upon 
t^venty  round  posts  cut  from  large  fcre^d  trees.  In  the  Spring  of 
1849,  3Iessrs.  Addison  and  Wear  Drake,  recently  members  of  the 
institution,  substituted  the  present  stone  foundation,  HUy  dollars 
of  the  expense  having  been  met  by  the  students.  The  inside  re- 
ceived its  first  coat  of  paint  in  1802.  The  building  was  replaster- 
ed  and  otherwise  repaired  in  the  Autumn  of  1849,  at  an  expense 
of  about  -$ClOO.  In  18G1,  it  was  again  thoroughly  repaired  and  cer- 
tain chaDcres  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  placing  it  more  imme- 
diately under  the  care  of  the  Principal  and  his  family.  Soon  af- 
terward a  barn  was  erected,  and  improvements  were  made  on  the 
premises.  For  these  several  outlays,  donations  amounting  to  near- 
ly two  thousand  dollars  were  received.  Subsequently  $000  have 
been  applied  to  making  fences,  painting  the  main  building,  and 
fitting  up  a  nevr  scLool-room.  Ey  permission  of  the  Trustees,  a 
Boarding  House  has  been  erected  upon  the  premises  at  private  t  x- 
pense. 

EJJILY   DlSCOni  AG  EVENTS. 

L^Grangc  Ccunty  was  organized  in  1332.  Its  first  census  in 
1840  found  a  population  of  300-,  and  as  it  more  than  doubled 
ivithin  the  next  decade,  we  may  Sifeiy  estimate  the  population  in 
1837,  at  about  2,000.  It  vrill  therefore  be  easily  understood  by 
those  well  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  new  settlements, 
that  thp  requisite  funds  were  secured  with  great  difficulty. 

While  others  felt  that  they  were  doing  what  tb^.y  could,  the 
chief  burd-n  of  the  original  outiit  was  borne  by  XcitLau  Jenki, 
and  to  his  enterprise  and  liberality  we  are  chiefly  ind'cbced  for  the 
feiisience  of  the  in-tlcuuon. 
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Rev.  John  J.  Shiplierd,  of  Oberlin,  attended  meetings  of  the 
Board  on  the  25th,  CJch  and  3Tth  oi  September,  and  on  th^  4th  of 
October,  lS-37.     Under  the  date  la^^t  named  we  ind  the  record. — 

*'Re  7.  J.  J.  Shipherd  declined  acting  as  the  general  agent  of  this 
Board  on  the  ground  that,  at  ].> resent,  the  prospect  before  him 
would  not  warrant  the  undertaking.'' 

The  reasons  for  this  decision  are  manifest,  pointing  to  th?  ex- 
treme diiQcuUies  ihrough  wliicli  the  institution  was  compelled  to 
struggle.  Six  years  Iu'lt  ^Ir.  Shipherd  was  engLig(_d  in  a  similar, 
but  more  successful  enterprise  at  Olivet,  3Iich.,  v>herc  he  sjon 
after  died. 

.  I-Nfi^OWMKNT  rv>'D. 

After  some  thirty  years  adverse  esperlence  in  managicg  th-j  pe- 
CAiniary  alliiirs  of  the  institution,  the  Trustees  authorized  the 
soliciiation  ot  a  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  of  Ten  Th'-'usand 
Dollars  t' -$10,000;,  the  income  of  which  should  be  appliel  to  the 
support  of  instruction  in  the  instiruii^m,  t!je  principal  to  r^IU;iiIl 
unexpended.  The  response  to  this  appeal  was  unexpectedly 
prompt,  and  in  June,  1SG7,  the  amount  was  secured.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  copy  of  one  of  these  Endowment  2:Aotes  with  the  signature 
omitted. 

''.^lOv"^.  Five  Years  after  date  I  promise  to  pr.y  to  the  Trr.^t»es 
of  LftGrange  Collegiate  Institute  the  sum  of  One  Ilni'dred  Dol- 
lar-, with  interest  annuf-liy,  as  part  of  a  Pf^rmanc-nt  Endowment 
Fund :— 

Provided,  Ten  Tli-3us.ind  Dollars  shall  be  secured  for  tliis  pur- 
pose by  reiiable  plclgos  previous  to  August  Ijth,  ISUT.

At  the  same  time,  E'ght  Hundred  Dollars  were  given  for  the; 
general  purposes  of  the  institution.

And  the  remainder  in  sm.aller  ^ums.  Of  the  Seventeen  ?>I*l;iona 
of  d;  liars  doiiated  f  ^r  educational  purposes  in  the  United  States, 
within  the  lust  ten  years,  we  believe  no  similar  amount  wai 
given  mere  spontaneously,  or  more  closely  indicated  the  popular 
lavor.     As  the  original  notes  are  redeemed,  we-  rdoHn  the  tj'  inci- 
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pal,  thu3  carefully  prcscrvirg  the  entire  Fund  for  the  p€rmrinei.t

Codding, 
Aaron  Thompson,  Joel  K.  Saliuon,  Cyrill  W.  Ti'iLsGn.  a-d  Chasl 
Jlosher,  "u-lth  their  associates  an'l  successors  ])e,  and  tliev  are  here- 
by created  a  bvidy  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled  the  '-Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  LaGrange  Collegiate  In>titute.  -and  by  that  name 
to  remain  in  ii'rpj/t'ial  s;.icct:'-sion,  v.-ith  full  pcwt^rro  acvodre,  liO'd

Sec.  3.  Tlie  b^ard  of  trustees  s];;iU  have  prvr-r  tn  increase 
their  numbers  to  eighteen  exclusive  of  the  ].-re^ident  of  the  insti- 
tiition,  who  shall  be  e::-ojilcio  president  of  the  board,  and  fill  sucL. 
racancies  as  n-ay  occur,  and  u  majority  of  tiieir  number  shall  con- 
stitute a  qu'^-u;n  to  do  business.  Th!.y  m :;T  also  a])pr;int  a  l^icultv 
consistinix  of  a  prcsid'.nt,  protessors.  tutors  and  te.irliers,  and  such 
other  ciiicers  and  agents  as  the  interests  of  said  institution 
requires,  and  displace  any  of  the  same,  for  gOi^d  ami  stTiicient  rea- 
sor=,  and  prescribe  the  course  of  stu<ty  in  said  in^^titutlcn. 

Sec.  4.  The  trustees  shall  faithfully  ap'ply  all  funds,  wLi^a 
they  shall  receive,  as  they  shall  judae  wiiroest  promote  the  use- 
fuilness  of  tlieir  institution:  P?v.',:-,"/.-./7.  ncrfrtheh^^,  that  if  in  any 
case,  donations  «;?  bcMUt-sts  siiail  be  ruatie,  and  received  by  them 
fi)r  partV'ular  p';rpo>^- ;.  not  inoonr-i-tent  t'  kii  XVj-  oesicrns  of  this 
institution,  every  such  donation  shall  be  applied  in  conformity  to 
the  designs  of  the  donor. 
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Sec.  5.  AH  procc.-is  against  this  corpnratiori  shall  be  by  sum- 
mons, au.l  the  service  of  the  same  siiall  l)e  by  leaving  an  alttsted 
copy  tiK-rfof  \vith  tlic  tr^^asuver  of  the  institucion,  at  lea-t  Ct-ii  day? 
before,  the  rcturu  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  This  board  shall  hold  their  first  annual  meeting  on  tlie 
lirst  Mono-ty  in  May,  1840,  at  Ontario,  in  tiic  to\vn.-hip  of  Lin.a. 
LaGrange  county,  and  shall  meet  on  their  own  adjournnient.

The  next  Be^ord  is  under  date  of  June  9th,  1^00.  after  an  inter- 
val of  one  year  and  eight  month-.  Tlu-  yilh'.o":-  "^f  Onta./io  i.:,  z.t 
this  ti-ne,  lirst  mentioned.  It  coo<i-ted  of  fr-ii:;  lo  to  20  lamiii'^s. 
Under  t'le  direction  of  the  Trustees,  a  school  h?A  i)ecn  taught  '.  y 
Cyrill  Y*'.  Wilson,  beginning  ai)oi;t  Dec^rml)er  1st.  1S3T,  and  con- 
tinuir-2  till  3Ia:ch,  1S:33.  :}drs.  Beul-di  ^Yilson  continued  the  school 
till  July  4Lh,  ''wl-en  that  terrible  sickly  sea«.ai  came  on,  .stop- 
ping all  business  before  tlie  lOih.  From  the  ^Om  there  was  onir 
one  man — Mr,  Saluion — able  to  go  around  to  t-ie  1')  or  18  famillc-, 
jind  he  only  ji:-t  able  to  cirry  a  ]->itcher  of  wuter  to  each." — C.'\V. 
Wilson,  IloclfvrdJIlUois,  Md]/,  1872. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  taught  tlie  next  winter  1SG3  ro  ISGO,  using 
Iheunilnisbr-d  buildings  erected  by  the  Trustees.  Several  families 
hsyond  the  limits  of  tlie  village  patronized  the  seliooL  thus 
forming  a  nucleus  for  the  propc:rcd  Academical  .Department. 
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ACADEMY  or.G-^izED.     Av.  J.  BAXTER,  rni::>cn\\i.. 

Octobe-'-  Ql&t.  ISoO,  tb^  first  of  the  five  departments  cnumerrtcl 
in  the  Prospectus  was  'rg^.inized  and  placed  under  the  care  of 
Witter  J.  Baxter,  3Ir.  Wilson  continuing  bis  services  till  the  llrst 
of  April  following.  A  Boarding  House  was  esrabiislied  by  tho 
Trustees,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  jlr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson.  Af- 
ter two  ternis,  it  was  peraianenrly  clobed.

From  the  neigbborinz  flirming  conim-mity  crane  many  students 
of  mature  age,  who  at  an  earlier  period  had  been  favored  with 
good  'jdnr.-.tional- privilfges  at  their  t■a5^.t^n  boinc-v.  A[r-_  Baxter 
writes  : — ••Joncsviile,  Midi.,  !Maj  8.  1ST2.  I  always  look  back  to 
the  year  a^  Ontario  as  one  of  the  happiest  of  my  life.  I  never 
saw  the  same  number  of  students  together  who  were  in  any  re- 
spect their  Stiperiors.  They  were  dili^-enr,  and  gentlemanly  and 
lady-like  in  their  depoirciejit,  and  all  the  older  ones  were  more 
like  con-panicns  than  pui/ils."

A  very  snccessful  exhibition  closed  the  second  term,  printed  pro- 
trramme:^  of  wliich  are  .-^till  extar.c.  There  were  forty-nine  dijtinct 
liteniry  p  rf->rui.M:c::^,  including  original  orations  in  Latin,  Gi-cek, 
and  English,  six  dialogues,  ten  compositions,  and  an  original  clos- 
ing hymn.  The  Exhibition  was  held  in  ••Tiie  Collegiate  Build- 
ing." t::moor:ir;'.v  5:te  '  up  f->r  the  rccasion.  Tl^e  Academy  had 
been  taught  the  frst  term  in  the  building  mentioned  above  a.s 
erected  for  a  workshop,  with  recitatioiis  ia  a  priv;<.te  dwelling. 
The  second  and  third  terms  the  CoUeguite  Building  was  brought 
parcially  into  u^e,  but  aijout  the  frst  of  July  it  wiis  surrendered 
to  the  mechanics  for  farther  improvements.

"VTe  find  in  these  "Ilecords"  no  account  of  the  repeal  of  '-thesft 
mles,"  and  may  th'=rcfore  presume  tliat  they  are  still  in  f^rce.  If 
the  nicnjbers  of  tlie  present  Board,  of  Instruction  have  seeiued  re- 
miss in  yieldiug  a  hearty  obedience  to  these  social  requirejuents, 
they  will  doubtless  ple;''.d  ifrnorauce  of  their  existence.  Bid  so.me 
enterprising  student  prevent  their  appearance  upon  the  Lulletiii, 
lest  they  should  give  ^;iieiisc  to  tiie  incoming  admiuistiation  ?

1841,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Julii's  Steele.  lie  was  assisted  by 
his  son,  Ilenrr  T.  Steele,  v.  bo  had  the  sole  charge  during  tb-s 
third  Term,  vrhich  cIo-x-1  wiih  •■'.n  exhibition.  July  1,  184"3.  2tlr. 
Steele,  Jr.,  un<ier  date,  ''Ciiicago.  M:iy  18,  1872,"  sends  the  names 
of  about  50  students,  and  estimtites  the  whobj  niimb'er  durinc;  the 
year,  at  not  less  tlian  8*->.  He  adds  : — "I  have  not  been  acqaiunted 
with  any  school  which  combined  among  its  pupils  so  large  a  pro- 
portion ot  native  talent,  giving  promise  of  so  great  usefulness  in 
the  futare  on  the  part  of  its  members.  Yet  I  have  kaown  very 
little  of  them  since  my  connection  with  them  ceased.''

INCOME    FR0>C   TL'ITION. 

Our  Tuition  Bills  d^iring  the  first  two  Periods— 1844  to  ISjO— 
ani-unte  1  to  $~^'J^>  averaging  less  than  ^500  annually.  Durinar 
the  Ten  Years  closing  January  1,  1872  —  after  subtracting  cost  of 
coniirgcn-.-ies— they  amounted  to  ('nearly)  ^7.500,  averaging  $750 
annually.  Our  ri.h'i  di.ring  this  last  ten  years  have  been  increas- 
ed cbout  40  per  cent. 

BTTTPOr.T   OF    INSTRUCTION. 

During  the  f.rst  perir-d  of  five  and  a  half  year?,  the  income  from 
Taition  was  our  only  resource  for  the  support  of  Instruction,  Dur- 
ing the  second  like  period  rents  of  buildings  and  land  v;ere  added, 
to  tlie  value  of  ^75  annually.  During  the  third  Period  the  in- 
come of  the  Board  of  instruction  was  still  further  increased  by  the 
free  use  of  the  bulldiugs  and  premjses,  and  the  pay.ni-nc  oi  ^J^IOO 
annually  from  other  sources.  During  most  of  the  fourth  Period 
the  inco.Tie  of  a  part  of  tlie  Euvlowment  Fund  has  been  substitut- 
ed for  *he  free  u-e  of  the  buildings  and  premises,  and  foe  rent  of 
these  is  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Institute. 

When  It  is  rerr.embcrcd  that  we  haviiusuallv  employed  two  well 
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"ed-ucatcd  tcaclicrs,  the  enquiry  will  naturally  nriie.  lio^  -v^e  co.;.ld 
secure  Ihis  ki'jd  and  arncurit  of  spr\ice  for  so  smidl  componsation, 
and  it  li-.is  l;et^n  decincd  Lardij?  creditable  to  the  business  entcr- 
pri.se  of  our  present  Priiicipal  that  he  hri.s  not  -ought  elsc^There  a 
better  siilary.  In  reply,  -u-e  would  refer  to  the  fact  that,  in  our  ru- 
ral districts,  previMUs  xo  155G,  from  $400  to  0500  Tvas  regarded  s. 
good  salary  for  the  pastor  of  a  church,  and  that  ai^sibtance  %vi-s 
c-asily  secured  nt  moderate  charges,  when  our  public  schools  v;ere 
paying  female  reachers  ijut  $1  50  2~;cr  week.  As  salaries  have 
risen  the  provision  for  the  support  of  our  teachers  has  corre- 
spondingly increased.  The  fact  of  permanency  must  answer  in 
part  fjr  our  actual  success  iii  this  respect.  And  still  the  criticism 
is  apparently  just.  Ilovr  cfherwise  shall  wc  account  for  the  fact 
that,  af:er  an  average  ezqj&i'ience  of  less  than  a  year  eacii,  eleven 
others  who  have  had  charge  of  the  Institute  Iiare  voluntrrrily 
sought  more  lucratiTe  situations  elsewhere  ?

VxTALITT   TESTED.  '' 

The  Public  Scliools  of  Indiana  are  required  by  law  to  furnish 
instruction  not  only  in  tlie  Common  Brandies  (so  called),  but  also 
in  Physiology  and  tlie  History  of  the  United  Stat'^s,  and  Graded 
tSchooIs  are  established  in  all  our  vili'-.ges.  ^Vhile  instruction  m 
so  many  branches  of  siuiiy  is  thus  offered  without  charge  to  cv.v 
entire  school  populatinti,  our  chartered  institutions  have  in  most 
instances,  found  their  occup-.tion  gone,  leaving  the  LaGrange  Col- 
legiate Institute  the  only  institution  of  its  kind,  in  the  centre  of  a 
circle  whi'^h  emi)races  a  territory  nearly  as  large  as  the  State  of 
3russachu:^:ts.  The  viml'ty  of  thr-  Institute  has  been  tested  iii 
another  direction.  Our  advanced  students  are  drawn  away  front 
ns  by  neighboring  institutions  of  a  higher  order,  which,  by  our 
perfected  rail  road  system,  are  now  easily  accessible,  and  tlius  wo 
have  nearly  ceased  to  do  the  most  desirable  part  of  our  former 
work.  Tlie  use  of  scholarsliips  without  charge,  and  other  pecu- 
niary aid,  have  produced  their  appropriate  results.  But  wdiilc  we 
congratulate  cur  Public  School  Sy':tem  for  its  success,  and  the  t,ix' 
colleges  whose  several  srreams,  this,  very  year,  hare  been  sv.obb.v 
2 
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from  our  little  fountain,  -we  cannot  fail  al^o  to  congratulate  the  in- 
stitiuion  uuder  car  care  that  its  waters  Sbill  continue  to  dov,-  with 
50  utile  d:mmiriUii'.n  of  volume.

One  tiiiri 
of  ti;.e  number  have  so  recently  left  us,  tluU  they  can  hardly  h-.ve 
<;hoica  their  life  work.  As  we  looic  over  the  li>t  of  those  who 
ivere  educated  with  us,  we  discover  a  general  prosperity  that  i? 
truly  gratifying.  Tfiere  are  marked  instances  o/"  eminent  succef* 
ill  almost  every  honorable  and  useful  calling.  Th?  President  of  & 
neighboring  Coilrge  refers  to  this  in^tiUitlon  as  the  scene  of  his 
•early  toils,  both  as  student  and  as  assistant  teacher.  Two  Profes- 
sors in  neighboring  Medic-al  Colleges  claim  to  have  received  their 
entire  classical  training  from  ns.  A  member  of  Congress  from 
Iowa  was  a  faithful  and  successful  student  with  us  twenty- three 
vears  ago.  Chieag-  anl  Toic  lo  report  among  their  succe-sfui 
wholesale  m-jrchanta  :i  goodly  number  of  our  graduates.  And  if 
the  Lawers,  Physicians  and  Clergymen  whom  »ve  have  nurtured, 
are  not  numerous,  they  are  at  leaot  Jiseful— some  oi  :hem  eminent.

KOW  FAR  I:A?  tiie  IXSTITrTE  F^AI.IZED  THE  DESIGN 
OF  ITS  FOUNDEP^  ? 


Answer.  It  has  no  ''Collegiate''  or  ^Theological  Department,"' 
and  is  nor  technically  a  '-Manual  Laijor"  School.  One  of  ti;e  Tor.- 
tempiatcrd  'T)epartirienus'''  only  has  been  organized.  As  an  acude- 
Ti'V  ic  has  doui'  lis  work  and  achieved  its  success.  Incidentally, 
bu;-  very  imperfecily,  it  has  secured  >ome  of  the  otlier  desirr-'l  re- 
sults, v.  has  certainly  given  female  stndants  as  good  opportuni- 
ties as  ]a--'dcs.  The  "shorter  and  irregular  course"  has  been  the 
prevaiiirg  one.  Several  graduates  of  our  Bible  Class  have  been 
regularly  approved  as  ministers  of  the  Word.  One  of  our  early 
p.tuJents  hafi  spent  a  quarter  of  a  century  as  a  mi=si'-»aary  to  Chi- 
na, and  one  of  our  assistant  teachers  labored  for  severrd  years  in 
like  capacity,  at  *'Ur  of  the  Chaldeea."
